HOW THEY ‘TOOK if LN BOSTON. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 16.—Although the in- 
terest in the Puritan-Genesta contest had not 
abated at all in this city, it did not manifest 
itself this morning by the usual crowds about 
the bulietin-boards until after the announce- 
ment of the start. In a short time attér 
that it was difficult to pass along the 
sidewalks in front of the boards 
and the crowd increased and overflowed into 
the roadway. It was avery subdued gather- 
ing, however, for bulletin after bulletin showed 
the Englishman in the lead, and when the 
time of the run to leeward was put 
out, hasty calculations were made, the 
result showing that the Puritan had been 
outsailed, the prospect became gloomier 
still.

Hoadly neither denied the charge 1 made nor 
made any deiense of his new political asso- 
eiates, but saia I was waving the bloody shirt. 
that I was preaching the doctrine of hate and 
alienation, and that Judge Foraker and I re- 
fused to accept the results of the War.“ Con- 
tinuing, Senator Sherman said: 

The precise definition. of what is waving the 
Bloody shirt is not yet settled upon, butany eulogy 
of the evements of the Union army, any state- 
ment of blessing won by the Civil War, and 

‘especially any reference to our friends over the 


line as Rebels is getting to be offensive to a good 
Democrat, especially if he is a new convert. While 


I dave life I trust I will have the courage to de- 


pounce tne Rebellion and extol the Union cause, 
and therefore to this charge of waving the bloody 
shirt I make no defense, but will continue to wave 
u as long as it is bloody, but with charity enough 
to forgive all that the Rebels did in the War, ex- 
cepting only those who conspired in secret to bring 
on the War. 

The speaker said be was not complaining of 
the results of the War, but insisting upon 
their observance; that the constitutional 
amendments, the chief results of the War, 


granted to tne freedmen certain rights, chief 


, of which was the right to.vote; that the parole 
“ef the Confederate soldiers given to Gen. 
Grant required of them, as an obligation of 


duty and honor, to obey these conditions of 
peace, and that the Democratic party of the 
South, by crimes unnumbered, had deprived 
these freedmen of the right to vote and of ail 
political power; that the events of which I 
complained occurred since the War and were a 
part and parcel of the organized party policy 
of the Democratic party, and never had been 
and never would be condoned until redressed. 
I eaid I would keep this issue before Gov. 
Hoadly as a candidate for Governor of Ohio 
until he either disputed or defended this enor- 
mity, and especially so as he had been with me 
in political faith and action in the constitu- 
tional guarantees of liberty and equality to the 
freedmen.”’ 

Senator Sherman then rehearsed one by one 
the history of the South since the War, giving 
the bloody details of Ku-Kluxism’s sway, until, 
in 1875, the Mississippi Plan” came into 
favor and was generally adopted in all the 
Cotton States in 1876. Mr. Sherman said: 

The evidence taken before the returning officers 
of those States after that eiection was over shows 
hat the same plan of intimidation was practiced 
with even more bioody results than in Mississippi, 
with a view to prevent the colored peopie from 
voting, but fortunately the laws of those States 
provided for canvassing the vote and rejecting the 
vote of counties or parishes where the election had 
been controlled by frauds and violence. In the 
States of Louisiana, South Carolina, and Florida 
the returns of these officers. accompanied by the 
testimony taken in open session, showed conclu- 
sively that but for the frauds and crimes committed 
these States would haxe been largely Republican, 
and that by excluding the counties and parishes 
where fraud or violence prevailed, President 
Hayes received their Electoral votes. There is not 
a shadow of doubt that if the election had been 
fair in all the Cotton States they would, with the

J. Frank Turner of Taibot had 
no opposition for the nomination for Controll- 
er, nor Spencer Jones of Moutgomery for Cierk 
of the Court of Appeals. The resolutions 
adopted indorse the Administration of Pres- 
dent Cleveland and reaffirm the platform of the 
National Convention of 1884. ‘The convention 
opposes the working of the present civil-service 
system and demands reform, so that the sub- 
ordinate positions shall not be filled by persons 
opposed to the appointing power.

DAKOTA’S CONVENTION. 


IT IS GETTING ALONG NICELY WITH ITS 
CONSTITUTION—THE QUESTION OF ADMIS- 
SION INTO THE UNION. 

Sroux FALLS, Dak., Sept, 16.—[Special. |—The 
Constitutional Convention spent today in con- 
sidering the report of the Legislative Commit- 
tee. The principal amendments made provide 
that members of the Legisiature shail be in- 
eligibie during the *term for which they are 
elected for all offices created by the Legis- 
lature of which they shall be members, and 
that no member shall be appointed during his 
term to any Office by the Governor or Legisia- 
ture. The Legislative Committee agreed to- 
night to report in favor of submitting the 
question of minority representation as a sep- 
arate clause. The convention is likely to adopt 
this recommendation. Dakota is heavily Re- 
publican, and the convention has an over- 
wheiming preponderance of Republic- 
an members. The spirit of tolerance 
manifested as to minority representation 
toward political opponents ought to put to 
shame all Democrats in Congress who are op- 
posing the proposition to grant Dakota its 
rights. This matter of the opposition. of cer- 
tain elements of the National Democracy to 
Dakota’s admission is one which maddens 
the Dakotian when he refiects upon it. He 
knows that his people possess all the quailifica- 
tions for Statehood, required by the Federal 
Constitution and laws, and he knows also that 
the man who tries to prevent him ‘rom enjoy- 
ing the privileges of State rule can- 
not be completely loyal to the Na- 
tional Government. If admission is de- 
nied at the coming session of Congress

GRAND Rapips, Mich., Sept. 16.—[Special.]— 


Members of the Army of the Cumberland aver 
that their seventeenth annual repnion, now in 


progress here, is the most delightful and en- 


Joyable they have ever had. The weather has 
| been superb. The city is radiant with entbusi- 
asm over their presence, coupled with the 


gathering of the Nauonal Encampment of Sons 
of Veterans, a mammoth demonstration of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the reunions of 
several Michigan regiments, and of the State 
Association of Mexican Veterans. Provably 
full 500 of the officers and privates of the Army 
of the Cumberland are here, and of the other 
guests, aside from thousanas of interested 
Spectators, there are between 2,000 and 
3,000 more. Ali of the crowd nave been s0 
heartily welcomed, so hospitably entertained, 
and the city is so magnificently decorated in 
their honor, that they are enthusiastic in their 
comments on their pleasures. Gen. Sheridan 
presided at the business meeting, and warmly 
congratulated his comrades on their meeting in 
such numbers and under such happy circum- 
stances. Gen. Fullerton, Treasurer, reported. 
a balance of $2,336 on band and an expenditure 
of but a little more than .$200 during the last 
year. Gen. Cist, Secretary, reported that 
sixteen volumes of the records of 
the society bas just been pub- 
lished. He regretted the unusual delay in 
presenting it tothe members, but said it was 
caused by trouble in getting the memoirs of 
deceased comrades. Hereafter, at his sugwes- 
tion, that department of the society’s work will 
have greater attention at the hands of a larger 
committee, probably of two members from 
each Stute.

A proposition to perpetuate the society by 
arranging for the admission of sons or other 
representative members of the families of act- 
ual or active members was briefly discussed 
and referred to a committee to be hereaiter 
named. It was greeted with general approval. 
This afternoon Gen. Sheridan held a reception 
at the headquarters of the army.

ABERDEEN, Dak., Sept. 16.— [Special. — The 
second day of the reusiion opened with fine 
weather and crowds arrived on ali trains.

You take each 
other’s hand. you look each other in the face, the 
thoughts of the past well up within, your lip quiv- 
ers, voice falters, you tira from the subject, and, 
as your Old Commander was seen to drop a silent 
tear over the dead Garficid, 60 you today 
mourn your loss in the majestic silence of a sol- 
dier. But let not yourgrief be untinged by cheer. 
His work was done, he sleeps well at last—rests by 
the great river, by a great city. by a great sea, a 
fit resting-place for one himself so great, and 
when in after years the sun of his fame shall rise 
to its full and perfect day, then will have grown 
here a colossal Commonwealth fit to greet it there.

The Genesta was left 
steadily behind, and all through the contest, 
as well as in the finish, the superiority of the 
Puritan was easily demonstrated. In the 
race yesterday there was a spanking breeze, 
and, although the Genesta had nearly one 
minute advantage in the start, and at the 
outset was a mile ahead, the Pu- 
ritan steadily overcame it, forged ahead, and 
came in a quarter of a mile to the good of 
the Genesta, with only a part of her sails 
set, while the Genesta had every yard of 
canvas out that she could carry. It was a 
handsome triumph. It is all the more cause 
for exultation that the races were so fairly 
sailed that no cause for complaint can be 
made by the defeated Englishmen. Sir 
Richard Sutton and his crew took their de- 
feat in a becoming manner. Indeed, the 
conduct of the managers of the Genesta 
during the time they have been here has 
shown that they are gentlemen in the best 
sense of the word. The victory of the 
Puritan shows that the English have yet 
something to learn from the Yankees in the 
line of naval architecture. They are obsti- 
nate, however, and our yachtsmen need not 
be surprised if the Britons do not give up 
the effort to get the cup. They have another 
crack yacht, the Galatea, which may be in 
our waters before long and make another 
trial for the trophy. 


THE WISCONSIN LICENSE ELECTION. 

An election was held throughout the State of 
Wisconsin Tuesday last under the provisions 
of its Liquor law to fix the rate of the license 
tax for the next three years. There were 
three tickets in the field—low license ($200), 
high ‘license ($500), and a compromise 
license ($350). In nearly all the important 
towns, like Milwaukee, Madison, Racine, 
Oshkosh, Waukesha, Oconomowoc, Green 
Bay, Janesville, Appleton, Fond du Lac, Eau 
Claire, Baraboo, and others, low license car- 


ried the day. In Ripon, Beloit, Kenosha, 


Bayfield, Whitewater, Waupaca, Stoughton, 
Sparta, and some others high license was 
victorious; but from present reports it ap- 
pears that the larger number voted for the 


j.low-license tax. In some places no election 
was held, the majority of voters being con- 
; tent with the tax of $200, as fixed by the 


law. The compromise tax seems to have 
met with disfavor all over the State, as but 
one or two towns adopted it, . 

In the towns where the low tax was voted 
the election was a travesty on popular suf- 
frage. ‘The saloons rallied all their constitu- 
ents in force, and employed the most dis- 


graceful and outrageous methods to overawe 


the high-license men and suppress their vote. 
High-license voters were pelted with stones 
and mud, the peddlers were driven from the 
polls by violence, and in the absence of any 
registration boys and illegal voters of all 
kinds were paid with money and unlimited 
beer and whisky to vote for the doggeries. 
The rumsellers controlled not only the ap- 
proaches to the polls, but the polls them- 


selves, and every man who had a high-license - 


ticket in his hand was jeered at and threat- 
ened, and if he persisted in his efforts to vote 
was surrounded by a crowd of loafers and 
hoodlums and driven away. Prominent sa- 
loonkeepers and city officials even stood near 
the polls taking down the namés of those 
who voted for high license for the purpose of 
hoycotting them. The Prohibitionists, as 
might have. been expected, refrained from 


voting, and thus threw their influence on 


the side of the saloonkeepers. The combi- 
nation carried the day. 

There were other influences at work, how- 
ever, besides bulldozing at the polls and the 
prohibitionist alliance that contributed to the 
defeat of the high-license tax in 80 many of 
the important towns in the State. The 
scheme of a special election as provided by 
the law to determine the rates of license was 
both impolitie and impracticable. It was 
inevitable that the high-license men would 
be defeated, first, because there was no organ- 
ization among them, and second, because of a 
general feeling of apathy among disinterested 
voters. The saloon men on the other hand 
had a direct pecuniary interest in the result. 
They were thoroughly organized, commanded 
unlimited money, and by open threats of boy- 
cotting intimidated may high-license men 
engaged in trade. Every saloon in these 
towns was a centre of political influence 
| and a ralleying point for effective work. 
The saloonkeepers had not only their 
own immediate following of hoodlums 
and strikers and of laboring men 
whose prejudices had been aroused by 
the arguments that high license was an in- 
vasion of personal liberty and a move in the 
interests of the rich, but also many others 
who were friendly to the saloonkeeper and 
would for the low-license tax as a per- 
sonal fqvor, just as men are. induced to sign 
petitions without regard to the nature of 
their contents, simply to oblige the persons 
presenting them. As against this perfect 
organization the high-license men were thor- 
oughly unorganized and could not even pro- 
tect themselves. Instead of ordering an 
election of this kind the Legislature should 
have passed a uniform high-license tax, fix- 
ing the minimum at $500, at the same time 
leaving it within the privilege of every com- 
munity to increase the tax to.any figure 
wanted by the majority of its voters, aiso 
incorporating with it the principle of logal 
option, so that wherever a majority of the 
people of any town were in favor of prohi- 


-| bition they could have it, the tax meanwhile 


not bemg less than $500 where prohibition 
was not wanted.

CHAMBERLAIN ASSUMES THE LEAD- 
ERSHIP. 

Without waiting for Mr. Gladstone’s ad- 
dress to his Midlothian constituents (which 
is promised to occur a few weeks hence) 
Joseph Chamberlain has announced the pro- 
gram of his party, and it is one which mast 
astonish Whigs and Tories alike, The place 
was well chosen and the speech was in har- 
mony with the surroundings. Glasgow is the 
hot-bed of Scotch Liberalism, which is of the 
hard-headed, aggressive kind. The city is be- 
sides the headquarters of the propaganda in 
favor of disestablishment of the church, 
which will be one of the chief planks of the 
new Liberal platform. 

Mr. Chamberlain leaves us in no doubt as 
to what he means by disestablishment. He 
is opposdd, he says, to State interference 
with or aid to religion. He announces him- 
self a thorough Liberationist, and makes dis- 
establishment not only in Scotland and 
Wales, but in England, a question of the 
hour. Thisisa bold move. It invites com- 
bat with the Whigs at the outset. Mr. Glad- 
stone himself can hardly approve of it, His 
church policy, as well described in a leading 
English journal a few weeks ago, has been 
to develop the church in England -and 
to permit the Scotch and Welsh people 
to say whether or not the church shall be 
maintained. Mr. Chamberlain’s speech may, 
therefore, be taken as an indication that in 


‘his judgment Mr. Gladstone is, or ought to 
be, out of politics. Lord Hartington and 


other leading W hig territorial magnates with- 
in a month have emphatically pronounced 
against disestablishment, at least in England. 
Mr. Albert Grey, another member of the 
Whig aristocracy, ata meeting at Tyneside 


the 27th ult, said he was convinced that the 


„new Liberalism would require not the de- 
‘struction but the maintenance and reform 
ot the National Church. The interests 
ot true radicalism would be better served 
dy church reform than disestablishment.” 
Mr. Chamberlain thinks otherwise, and says 
so. He speaks with the authority which 
arises from the fact that he is openly sup- 
ported by 403 of the 572 Liberal candidates 
now before the British constituencies. He 
has completely broken from the Whigs on 
the question. He has burned his bridges be- 
hind him. This conflict was expected. That 
keen politician, Labouchére, writing in the 
number of Truth just to hand, says: Lord 
unten s speech is a timely reminder 

“that the Radicals must ask imperatively 
and not allow the Whig minority to once 
s more rule the roost.”” The imperative de- 
mand has been made. The Whigs will have 
tosurrender or go over to Lord Randolph 
Churchill and the Tories. 


DEMOCRATS ‘AND THE CIVIL SZERV- 
ICE. 


After a six months’ struggle with the civil-. 


service rules it would seem as though a clear 
idea of the regulations ought to have been 
drummed into the heads of the Democrats by 
this time. Yettheir complaints and demands 
continue to show profound ignorance of the 
civil-service rules, and many of the mug- 
wump admirers of the President do not ap- 
pear any more enlightened. Postmaster 
Judd of this city recently declared that many 
of his critics "* know no more about the Civil- 
Service law than a lot of babes.” In ex- 
plaining his position in regard to the Dono- 
van-Hoyne matter Mr, Judd said: 

The extent of my interference is that I said 
I would like to see Donovan elected and that it 
would be a compliment to the administration 
of the Post-Office. Suppose I did say thai 
ana i did, and Isay it again—what of it? Do 
you suppose [am going to abandon the right 
to express an individual opinion because I bold 
this office? If I thought I had to do it I wud 
I repeat that 
there are people talking about the Civil-Service 
law who know no more about it than a lot of 
babes, and you are at liberty to teil them so 
for me. I do not refer to Taz Trispune. There 
are others. 

Mr. Judd is a lawyer of ability, and there 
is no reason to doubt that his information re- 
garding the Civil-Service law is accurate. 
Only a well-informed man could draw such 
a fine distinction between the letter and spirit 
of the law and discriminate so clearly the 
personal and official acts of a Postmaster. 
As Mr. Judd intimates, the question of of- 
fensive partisanship ” is not covered by the 
Civil-Service law when an official acts in his 
personal capacity. In that event the ques- 
tion whether a man is an offensive parti- 
san” is a matter of taste and not of law. A 
partisan who would be offensive to one Presi- 
dent might be the reverse to another. There 
is no accounting for tastes, and hence the 
President may regard the political action of 
Republican Postmasters as invariably official, 
while with Democrats it may often be ex- 
clusively individual. 

There would be much more harmony and 
satisfaction inside the party if Democrats 
generally understood the Civil-Service law as 
well as Mr. Judd. In the first place it should 
be understood that the law does not directly 
restrict or forbid removals from office ex- 
ceptin a few cases, and the President is 
practically free to designate any one as an 
offensive partisan ” and oust him from his 
place. What, then, is there to prevent a 
clean sweep”? It seems impossible to get 
the mass of the Democrats to understand 
that the Civil-Service law concerns appoint- 
ments rather than removals. Almost any 
official may be removed as an offensive 
partisan,” but in a large class of cases the 
vacancy cannot be filled until the applicant 
passes the examination required by law. 
What inducement is there for the President 
to create vacancies when there is no certainty 
that Democrats can secure the places? It is 
easy enough to turn the Republicans out, but 
the Civil-Service law stands in the way of 
getting the incapable partisan bummers of 
the other party into the vacancies. 

if Democrats would only consider the 
President's action in the light of the Civil- 
Service law there would. he much less parti- 
san grumbling. In all eases where no exam- 


inations are required the President has shown 


every disposition to make a “clean sweep” 
of the Republicans and at once put Demo- 
cratic partisans in their places.

The President has done all that is possible 
to gather the spolls, and the ungrateful 
Democrats who are growling at him should 
direct their ne against the Civil- 
Service law. It is already established that 
when a Republican official does anything of 
a political character he is rankly offensive, 
but in the case of a Democrat the same act is 
purely an individual matter. This doctrine 
makes it easy to secure the offices where no 
competitive tests are made, but if the parti- 
san incapables who eannot pass the exam- 
inations expect to capture the remainder of 
the places they must get rid of the Civil- 
Service law. It is not the Democratic Presi- 
dent, but the act of a Republican Congress, 
that stands in their. way. 


REPUBLICAN PROSPECTS IN NEW 
YORK. 

There now remains little doubt that Gov. 
Hill will be the nominee of the Democrats of 
New York at the forthcoming convention. 
Delegates thus far have been chosen in forty- 
four out of the ninety-two Assembly dis- 


triets outside of New York City and Brook- 
lyn, and of these fifty-one have been in- 


structed for Hill. The Brooklyn Zagle, a 
Hill organ, claims that out of 114 thus far 
chosen ninety-three are for Hill. The Albany 
Evening Journal has made a careful canvass 
of the State outside of Kings and New York 
Counties and finds that out of 276 delegates 
183 are for Hill, 25 for Flower, 12 for Banks, 
3 for Cooper, and 58 doubtful. There are 
884 delegates in all, and the Journal’s esti- 
mate places Hill within ten votes of the 
number required to nominate, even without 
a vote from Kings and New York Counties, 
and with a margin of fifty-three doubtful 
votes, some of which, it is more than proba- 
ble, will be in his favor. As Tammany now 
stands, its thirty-one ‘yotes are for Hill, and 
the only possibility in the way of their being 
cast for him is some combination of all the 
Democratic factions of New York and Brook- 
lyn upon Cooper on the basis of an equal 
division of the local ‘spoils between Tam- 
many, Irving Hall, and ‘the County Democ- 
racy. The only chance of success as against 
Hill lies in the influence of Federal and New 
York City patronage. Upon this point the 


Brooklyn Eagle confidently asserts : 


There is really but one more move for tho 
anti-Hill men to make, and that is on Kings 
County. Failing at this point their whole 
scheme collapses. The Democrats of this city 
and county bold the deciding weight in their 
bands, and if they cast it into the Hill scale Mr. 
Thompson & Co, must Kiek the beam, This 
state of things has been brought about bya 
vare appeal to the Democracy, un- 
backed by patronage, unaided by threats, aud 
based upon nothing but the record of the Gov- 
ernor and an intelligent, presentation of the in- 
terests of the party and the people as a whole.

If Hill is nominated there is no question 
that he can be beaten by & strong and unob- 
jectionable Republican candidate. He is a 
machine partisan and he will be nominated 
upon a machine platform, When Tammany 
made its recent memorable assault upon the 
Civil-Service law, and demanded that the 
spoils should be distributed among Demo- 
crats, and pronounced the reform of the civil 
service as “an abridgment of the privileges 
conferred on the chosen servants of the peo- 
ple” and an undemocratic and indefensi- 
ble restriction of the vigor and effect of the 
suffrage,” Gov. Hill’s name was coupled 
with the declaration as reflecting and indors- 
ing its sentiment, Such a nomination on 
such a platform ought to be easily beaten, 
and can be unless the Republicans should 
nominate a machine man also. As the 
Albany Evening Journal remarks, ‘‘A man 
who shall be at every point Hill's antithesis 
dean defeat him.” The present struggle 
between the Democratic factions in New 
York is the Republicans’ opportunity, and as 
their convention will de held before that of 
the Democrats they ought to be on the alert 


to improve it. 
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SAINT JOHNNIES.IN IOWA. 

One Brady, who calls himself a member 
of the National Prohibition Committee, has 
issued a call for a convention to nominate a 
ticket in Iowa. Finch, the Democratic part- 
ner of St. John and an active worker in the 
stool-pigeon game, is the Chairman of this 
committee, which was appointed a year ago 
at the convention held in Pittsburg. Iowa 
was not represented in the convention, and 
at the November election very few of the 
Prohibitionists of that State voted for St. 
John. In this state of affairs Brady con- 
fesses that he has no hope that his ticket can 
obtain more than a few thousand votes, but 
thinks that in this way the Republican candi- 
dates may be defeated. The avowed and 
only purpose of the third party movement in 
Iowa is to defeat the Republicans and put 
the free- Whisky Democbats in control. 

The ingratitude and treachery of the God 
and Home ” fanatics could not be more strik- 
ingly Ulustrated than by this movement in 
Iowa.

Pure Water. 

The people of Antwerp have recently passed 
through a struggle about the water ques- 
tion which was nearly as vexatious and 
proved to be more successful than that which 
has occurred in Chicago. They have adopted 
a method of purification on a large scale by 
means of filters in which gravel and spongy 
iron are the principal materials employed, and 


with the most sutisfactory results. The waters. 


of the River Netne, from which the city is sup- 
plied, are exceptionally filthy, and the filter 
would goon clog but for the use of machinery 
that keeps the apparatus continually agitated. 
A purifying-house, having a capacity equal to a 
cube of twenty-one feet on each side, and a small 
engine enable them to obtain 1,500 gallons per 
minute, or 2,160,000 gallons per day, of water 
pure enough to satisfy the demands of science 
as well as those of the people who are usually 
content with something that is far from being 
theoretically pure. The machinery comprises 
three revolving purifiers, each being a wrought- 
iron cylinder five feetin diameter by fifteen 
feet long, carrying blades internally, which are 
set on the skew for the purpose of throwing 
the iron back towards the inlet end of the oy lin- 
der ifthe current of water passing along 
should tend to make it travel towards the out- 
let. It is found that tron in almost any divided 
form ts suitable for the process. The most 
active agents are cast-iron borings and turn- 
ings; next in value is the so-called sponge iron; 
then cast iron granulated by being poured into 
water; and, last of all, wrought-iron and steel 
turnings. 

The great difficulty in the way of applying 
such a system to Chicago lies in the extrav- 
agant manner in which water is used here. 
Our water consumption averages more than 
42,000,000 gallons per day, and hes occasionally 
risen to nearly 60,000,000. The uverage is twenty 
times the quantity used in Antwerp, and at the 
present rate of municipal growth it would be 
at least twenty-five times as much by the time 
the plan could be actualized here. It would 
perhaps be found impossible materially to re 
duce our per capita of consumption, as our 
nearness to an unfailing source of supply is an 
argument in favor of extravagance that prac- 
tically overrides all other considerations. But 
it may not be without use to call attention to 
the fact that the municipal purification of 
water has become a fixed faot, and that it shows 
how one of the greatest essentials to health 
can be obtamed on a large scale. It may yet 
be that the pian, or some kindred one, will 
force itself upon the adoption of communities 
in this country, if not on the people of Chicago. 


Tue fact that the Iowa State Fair was 
compelled to close up on account of the miser- 
able weather and that the Illinois State Fair is 
having a most splendid season is another link 
in the long chain of evidence gomg to prove 
that there is nothing better in the way of regu- 
lating the liquor traffic than high license com- 
bined with local option. 


Mr. CHARLES A. WETMORE, a leading 
viticulturist of © a, ip an address to 
wine-makers the other day, said: Tour wine 
should come cheaper to the consumer (not to 
the trade). This cannot be so long as 500 to 
1,000 per cent profit is realized by the retailers. 
The notion prevails that wine is something 
fancy, and thus those people who drink is in 
restaurants and hotels think that unless they 
pay 50 cents a bottle for it itis inferior stuff. 
It is all done in the interest of the bar. Break 
this down. There is not a hotel in the United 
States that cannot afford to have good wine on 
the table free of charge. It will cost no more 
than tea and coffee. An ordinary wine-drinker 
at the table won’t drink more than four cents’ 
worth.“

THE disjointed remnants of the late whis- 
ky pool are fiying around like the fractured 
pieces of a joint-snake. A Peoria distilier is in 
Cincinnati endeavoring to patch up a peace. 
Whisky sales are privately made at $1.03, al- 
though the ostensibie price is $1.05, or 15 cents 
a. gallon above the Government tax. Rumor 
has it that the price will be put down to 95 
cents. What will the poor distillers do? Waste 
not your sympathy, gentie reader, on the 
knights of the mash-tub. Whisky oan be made. 
and made profitably, at $1 a gallon. The usual 
basis for figuring is sixtecn quarts to the bushel 
of corn. Really eighteen and nineteen quarts 
by the improved ‘tcooker” process in use 
in all but one of the la distilleries 
is not unusual, This would bring a profit of 
20 or 30 cents on each bushel ot corn, Say 
Peoria is now mashing 30,000 bushels of corn 
daily—although the amount is probably great- 
er—and it will be easily seen that the distillers, 
poor men! are not becoming impoverished. 
But suppose the price really drops to 95 cents, 
what will they do? There is a balm in Gilead 
for the poor distillers, even then. Where do 
the profita come in on 95-cent whisky? In the 
language of Col, Sellers, Tuere's millions in 
it.. The answer to the conundrum is 
‘*Slops!’’ If distillers can dispose of the slops 
at, say, 10 cents a bushel, and get eighteen 
quarts of whisky out of a bushel of corn, they 
will lose po sieep‘over their losses. 

As a matter of fact, the dissolution of the old 
pool— the Northwestern Export Association— 
was a thing of necessity, It is true that the 
profits, with distilleries running as low as one- 
fifth of their total capacity, were enormous; but 
they were liable to be robbed by any one who 
had the energy and capital to erect a ram- 
shackle concern with a smoke-stack, put in a 
few tubs and wire coils, and demand $100 a day 
on penalty of starting up and cutting under the 
pool price. During the reign of the Export 
Association the small distillers enjoyed a 
haleyon time. It is different now. Every dis- 
tiller is a free lance, and victory will perch 
on the banner of the strong. It is Samson's 
riddie again: Out ot the eater came forth 


meat, and out of the strong came forth sweet- 


ness.“ Unless the present attempt should 
prove successful, and some sort of a protective 
association be formed, highwines will be made 
until they will flow likea river all over the 
country, the eapacity of the big distilleries 
will be enlarged, and the smaller ones, unable 
to avail themselves of all the improved proc- 
eases, will en among the ruins of the mash 
factories. 


A “Carp” letter to the Cleveland Leader 
says: “Speaking of Miss Cleveland, she will 
have much to do in making up the court society 
this winter, and I wonder much what sort of a 
social season we will have.

England Gives Spain Friendly Advice un 


the Yap Matter—Oarparvon at 
Armagh. 


Lonponx, Sept. 16.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.}—The friction which 
has for some time past existed between Mr. 
Parnell and Mr. Timothy Healy, M. P. for 
Monaghan, threatens to end in rup ture. It has 
long been an open secret that Mr. Parnell has 
been frequentiy obliged to rebuke Mr. . Healy 


| for his boisterous outbreaks in the House of 


Commons and that the latter's indiscreet ut- 
terances have at times seriously jeopardized 
the plans of the Irish leader, After being cau 
tioned Mr. Healy would rather ungraciousiy 
ucquiesce in the views of his chief, 
and then his ill-conceaied ambition to 
lead the National party would break 
out anew. He obeyed Mr. Parnell's mandates 
simply because he knew that otherwise he 
‘would be ruined both socially and pdlitically. 
All this was when Mr. Healy was poor and 
when his existence almost depended on his al- 
legiance. Now, however, in consequence of 
the rapid growth of a lucrative practice at the 
bar he feels an independence which will not 
brook a leader’s restraint, and the coolness be- 
tween him and Mr. Parnell increases. Obedi- 
ence is Mr. Parnell’s first law, and the result of 
Mr. Healy’s repeated acts of rebellion will un- 
doubtediy be his gomplete withdrawal from 
Irish politics. It is estimated that Mr. Healy's 
income from his law practice amounts to at 
least £4,000 a year. Five years ago he was glad 
to supplement .a scanty income with whatever 
he could earn by scribbiing for the newspapers. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Cham berilain’s Glasgow speech last night 
touched upon many of the topics foreshadowed 
in his former efforts, and appealed strongly to 
the well-known leanings of the Scottish people 
for bold, liberal sentiments. His views on land 
reform were, however, reserved for next Bri- 
day night, when he will speak at Inverness. 
There his audience will undoubtedly be largely 


composed of sympathizers with the Skye croft- 
ers, whose efforts for relief from opp ve 
land laws have attracted universal attefition. 
Mr. Chamberlain's views on the land question 
are so closely allied to those of Mr. Henry 
George that they are sure of a hearty approval 
or the small farmers of North Britain. 

the course of his speech Mr. Chamberlain 
took the ground that it was a matter of nation- 
al importance that the coming Parliamentary 
elections should result in seating a majority 
numerically strong enough to put down Mr. 
Parnell. Speaking on the subject of church 
disestablishment, Mr. Chamberlain said he was 
opposed to State interference with or aid to 
religion. In this matter he was a liberation- 
ist. (Great cheermg. ] He was in favor of 
freeing the church in Engiand, Scotland, and 
Wales from State control. Referring to the 
Irish question, the speaker said he still ad- 
hered to the idea of a national council in Dub- 
lin. Mr, Parnell, he saia, though asking more, 
would doubtless take leas. The speaker had 
always tavored a union of the English democ- 
racy and the Irish people which would protect 
all against class oppression. He was hopeful 
that the bitter feeling in Ireland against En- 
giand would disappear, as was already the case 
in Scotiand. 

Prior to Mr. Chamberlain’s speech at Glas- 
gow yesterday a meeting of delegates of the 
Scotoh Liberal Association was beld, at which 
resoluuons were carried by acclamation em- 
bodying Mr. Chamberiain’s program, inciuding 
reform of the Commons to prevent obstrucuon 
and abolition of heredity in the Lords, 

Times, in an editorial on Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s speech at Giasgow yes „ compares 
it with the speech recently made that gen- 
tleman at Warrington, and, while it continues 
to disagree with the extreme views of Cuam- 
berlain, it praises the spirit of conciliafjion man- 
ifested by the Whigs. 


FOUR POWERS IN THE ORIENT. 

The semi-official Gazette of Warsaw calls the 
reception given by the Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph of Austria at Posega the 12th inst, to 
tne deputation of prominent Bosnians end 
Herzegovinians a comedy prepared and re- 
hearsed by Austria, and states that the prom- 
ises made by the Austrian Emperor on that oc 
vasion were but idle words, as Russia will not 
allow Austria to take another step forward in 
Herzegovinia leading to the Balkan States until 
she pleases. 

The expulsion of Austrians from Warsaw 
has commenced. A large factory has dismissed 
_its German employés and repiaced them with 
Russians who were expelled from Russia. 

There is no longer any doubt of the failure 
of the mission of Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, 
the British speciai Envoy to Turkey, as it is an- 
nounced that the Anglo-Turkisb joint occupa- 
tion of Egypt has been abandoned and that the 
Porte will consider the expediency of sending 
a commission to accompany Sir Henry to 
Egypt. It is generally believed that the Sul- 
tan’s reason tor not acceding to the terms 
offered by the British Envoy is that he feared 
Russia would forget her, promises respecting 
the treaty of Berlin in thé event of an Anglo- 
Turkish alliance. 1 

The Novosti of St. Petersburg states that the 
Russian Admiralty has ordered two fast cruis- 
ers to be bullt at Copenhagen and that the 
police of St. Petersburg have been ordered to 
renew the measures of increased stringency 
adopted during the darkest days of Nihilism. 

The Czar of Russia has conferred decorations 
of a high order upon the Governor of St. Honia, 
whois famous for the severe anti-German 
measures adopted by him in the Baltic proy- 
inces, 

THE YAP AFFAIR. 

The Cologne Gazette prints a letter from a 
German merchant at Yap, saying that the Euro- 
pean residents of Yap, desirous of suppressing 
continuous disorder, asked the Spanish Gov- 
ernor at Manila in 1884 te annex the island, 
and that the Spanish gunboat Velasco was sent 
and landed men at Yap and on the Pelew 
Islands, but no flag was hoisted and no treating 
was opened with the chiefs. The merchant 
instances the ruination of the Marianne Islands, 
which flourished a decade ago, through the 
Spanish avarice in monopolizing all the trade 
of the isiands, the result being a revolt and the 
killing ot the Governor, and says that the same 
fate may befall the Caroline Islands unless 
Germany protects them. 

The London Times, commenting on the re- 
port that the Spanish efficials feared that Bu- 
gland would force Spain to agree to the terms 
of the rejected commercial treaty by threat- 
ening not to recognize the claims of Spain to 
the Caroline Islands, says: 

England has done nothing further than to offi- 
ciglly notify Spain her adherence to tne note of 
1875, and advise her to agree to Germany's propo- 
sal to submit the question to an arbitrator. 

The statement is made in London that En- 
giana does not intend.to support Germany in 
her claims respecting the sovereignty of the 
Caroline Islands, but offers to mediate with 
Spain for the settlement of the question, 

LORD CARNARVON AT ARMAGH. 

Lord Carnarvon arrived at Armagh today. 
In replying to an address presented by the 
municipal authorities he s that the redress 
ot grievances was the paramount duty of the 
Government in Ireland. Both Tories and 
Whigs may complain that the enforcement of 
law and order should come first, but he was 
satisfied that when the causes were removed 
which led to unlawful acts law and order would 
follow. 

Lord Carnarvon subsequently visited the 
Armagh Catholic Cathedral. The aged Arch- 
bisbop tottered to the altar where his Lordsbip 
awaited him and extended a warm welcome to 
the distinguished visitor. The effort was al- 
most beyond the strengthof the venerabie 

ate. He was several times overcome with 
weakness, and his reply to the Viceroy’s greet-

Saw him emerge from the crowd of infuriated 
beings with his temples cut and bleeding. The 
man exhibited a bicod-stained handkerchief to 
his followers, who loudly cheered bim, and he 
then dashed down toward the platform waving 
bis handkerchief in tae faces of the speakers. 
The excitement at this juncture was tremen- 
dous, and amid the cries and countercries 
there were to be heard some of Vive l'Em- 
pereur!"’ Some Radical reporters in the crowd 
headed a shouting mob, who cried out from 
their places Down with the Ciericals!” and 
made all sorts of foul allusions to persons on 
the platform. The police did not interfere, as 
they usually do, but they were posted in great 
force outside the building. The meeting broke 
up before 11 tonight, the list of candidates 
having been read and voted. There was no riot- 
ing outside, owing to the attitude of the police. 
The different groups separated amid the shout- 
ing of party cries. The Repubiicans and Rad- 
icals remained in the neighborhood, and sat 
outside the cafés fora considerabie time dis- 
cussing the events of the night and indulging 
in cries of Vive la Republique.’’ The police 
were fully determined to arrest all persons 
who might prepare to make a manifestation, 
and all knots and groups standing in the streets 
were instantly dispersed. The Reactionaries 
had borne with a good deal of insult ail 
through the evening and it is probatie that 
bad it not been for the difficulty 
of locomotion in the inside of the 
circles, owing to the semicircles of seats, the 
fighting would have been more serious than it 
was. 

The list of candidates drawn up by the or- 
ganizers of the meeting included the names of 
M. Calla, an outgoing Deputy; M. Dufaure, 
the son of the Minister of that name: M. Dela- 
fosse, M. Paul de Ceasaguac, Baron Hauss- 
mann, M. Herve, the Duc de Padoue, and other 
well-known Congervatives, making forty-six in 
all. .

GERMANY.

Paris Temps states that the number of 
Polish expulsions from Posen, Prussia, is 30,- 
000. The German merchants at Dantzic have 
sent an appeal to Berlin, in which they say 
that trade with Posen has been greatly affected 
by the action of the Government, 
and that many of those who had been 
expelled were debtors to Dantzic merchants. 
The farmers of Posen protest that their locali- 
ties are so depleted that they bave been unable 
to harvest the crops, and they have been com- 
pelled to hire Polish reapers, who return 
nightly over tne frontier. o Galician Depu- 
ties in Reichra propose to raise the question 
whether the arbitrary expulsion of Poles is not 
a violation of the articles of the Vienna Con- 
gress guaranteeing the rights of aliens in 
Prussia.

A MOST REMARKABLE CASE. 


JUDGE CLOUGH OF CALIFORNIA RESIGNS 
WHILE INSANE, AND, HAVING RECOV- 
ERED, WANTS HIS OFFICE BACK. 

San FRANCISOO, Cal., Sept. 16.—|Special. |— 
One of the strangest cases in the history of the 
bench has just deen developed in this city. 
Several weeks ago Judge Clough of the Superi- 
or Court became insane, and was duly commit- 
ted to the asy!um at Stockton. There was con- 
siderable discussion at the time in legal circies 
as to how his place on the bench could be 
filied, there being no provision of the Constitu- 
tion or the code which created a vacancy in 
the case of a Judge going mad. The difficulty 
was apparently solved by the resignation of 
the Judge, written, as every one sup- 
posed, during a tucid interval, but 
now it turns out that he was 
quite insane when he signed the paper. With- 
in the last few days be has recovered his rea- 
son sufficiently to attend to hig business, and 
ne declares he has no recollection of his resign- 
ing bis Judgeship. The fact is that his wife, 
justly believing that he could be better cared 
for at home than in the asylum, took him from 
Stockton with the assent of the doctors, but 
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The Military Will Protect Life and Prop- 
erty at All Hasards- Other Trade 
and Labor Notes, 


Omaua, Neb., Sept. 16.--[Special.}—Gen. O. 
O. Howard, commandant at Fort Omaha, today 
received a telegram from Ool. Chittenden in 
command of the troops now stationed at Rock 
Springs, Wyo., that the latter entertained 
grave fears of a more serious trouble 
within forty-cight hours. The white 
miners at Rock Springs stin refuse 
to go to work, and but for the military guard 
would undoubtedly murder every Chinaman 
in sight. It is quietly understood that the 
Knights of Labor have a strike all 
along the line of Union Pacific, 
and the apprehensions of Col, Chitten- 
den are founded on the belief that 
this strike will occur within two days. Gen. 
Howard positively says that any attempt to 
destroy Union Pacific property will be met by 
prompt military resistance, His orders at the 
beginning of the trouble, while of liberal con- 
struction, were explicit, and he will 
take summary measures if necessary. 
He has orders to the effect that 
the property of the United States, such as the 
mails and the Union Pacific Road, subsidizea 
by the Government, and also the mines at 
Rock Springs, Evanston, Carbon, and other 
points, must be protected at all bazards, This 
raling Gen. Howard sent to Gen. Schofield at 
Chicago, and the latter today telegraphed that 
the ruling bad received his hearty approval 
before it was sent to Chicago. 

Rumors have been afloat several days that a 
strike on the Union Pacific was imminent un- 
less the company acceded to the demands of 
the white miners and removed all the China- 
men, but these rumors have been given 
no special significance ‘until today. The 
Union Pacific Company still holds out 
firmly in its determination to stand no 
dictation from its employés. What gives an 
especially ominous cast to the situation is the 
fact that two weeks ago, just after the mas- 
sacre of Chinamen at Rock Springs, a commit- 
tee comprised equally of White miners and 
business-men was organized there and 
started for Omaha to confer with 
the Union Pacific officials, but never arrived. 
It is now positively learned that this commit- 
tee was intercepted by agents of the Knights 
of Labor, since these meetings of the knights 
have been held all over the country, at 
which the principal subject discussed has 
been the sanguinary episode at Rock Springs. 
There has as yet been no formal order ol a 
strike so far as can be learned, but the military 
authorities are in possession of private infor- 
mation that track, train, and shop men over the 
whole Union Pacific system have been warned 
to hold themselves in readiness tor a general 
walkout. . 

Gen. Howard says he bas 3,000 men whom 
he will use if necessary to put down an attempt 
to wreck Union Pacific property. Local Knights 
of Labor are reticent, but say if a general 
strike were ordered the Omaba men undoubt- 
edly would go in, It is known that the 
men here have been ripe for a strike for 
several months, and were anxious for a move- 
ment during the recent Wabash complications. 
General Manager Callaway of the Union Pacific 
Company here claims to have no premonition 
of the strike, but received. a telegram from 
Rock Springs today saying the white engineers 
at mine No. 1 refused to up When the 
Chinese miners appeared for work this morn- 
ing. 

OGpeN, Utah, Sept. 16.--[Special.}]—-The Chi- 
nese Consul, F. A. Bee, and two members of 
the Chinese Legation from San Francisco ar- 
rived here this morning, They were met by 


Rosebeck from Fort Douglas. A special car 
was placed at their disposal by the Union Pa- 
vific Ratiway. The party proceeded to Rock 
Springs, Wyo., to investigate the trouble be- 
tween the Chinese and white men coal-miners 
which occurred at that place recently. 

[Mr. Isaac H. Bromley, who formerly masque- 
_yaded as a Government Director of the Union 
Pacific and on losing that position immediately ac- 
cepted a salary from the company, has been con- 
ducting a pompous “investigation” into the late 
raid on the Chinese in Wyoming. Tue pro- 
ceedings apparently are reported by Mr. 
Bromley himself, and his chief object 
seems to be to magnify his own importance. 
Associated Press complaisantly sends out Brom- 
ley’s report, in which due attention is given to the 
fact that the alleged investigation, which was ut 
terly barren of results, was conducted in his pri-

ALBANY, N. V., Sept. 16.— Special. I— The 
strike of the union stovemolders against Rath- 
bone, Sard & Co. took a new turn today, when 
the firm, through their counsel, began an 
action against David Havens, James H. Coyle, 
Casey, William H. Corcoran, John Fish. Patrick 
Hughes, and William MeCarthy, prominent 
members of the ironmolders’ union, to recover 
$5,000 damages. The plaintiffs claim that the 
defendants wrongfully eonspired and confed- 
erated together to injure the property and 
business of the plaintiff and to prevent the 
plaintiff from carrying on the manufacture of 
stoves in Albany, and in carrying out the con- 
spiracy caused divers unlawful acts, intimi- 
dating workmen, stopping horses and carriages 
while conveying workmen to the foundry, and 
assaulting and threatening officers and servants 
in the employ of the firm.

PARTICULARS OF THE SAD FATE WHICH 
OVERTOOK THE KING OF ELEPHANTS. 


over both the Old and New World: after escap- 
ing all the dangers of travel by land, lake, and 
oceans; after passing Safely through the dif- 
ferent climates from the torrid to the frigid 
zone, from Mexico to Winnipeg—Jumbo, the 
greatest living wonder of the elephant tribe, 
has died the ignominious death of bemg run 
over by a freight train. The circumstances of 
the lamentable occurrence are as follows: Be- 
tween 8:80 and 9 o’clock last night Jumbo, 
along with the other animals, was taken 
from the circus tent and removed to the Lon- 
don & Port Staniey Railway station, whereithe 
cars were ready to receive them. Jumbo and 
the baby elephant, who ®always “ chummed ” 
together, were taken by ir keeper from the 
main track of the Air-Line to the London & 
Port Stanley Railway track, where the cars were 
being loaded. As the two elepbants were being 
led Across the track to the cars a special 
freight train came up behind them along the 
Air-Line track, which is straight for a consid- 
able distance. It is supposed that Jumbo first 
discovered the danger himself, as he gave afew 
loud, disma! sounds which startled every one 
for some distance, The showmen rushed from 
the ground, being wellaware that something 
was wrong. The men in charge of the ele- 
pbants soon became aware of the danger, but 
the only way of escape wasto rush along the 
track to a crossing and then leave the track be- 
fore the engine should reach them. Jumbo 
did his best to get there, but failed. When a 
short distance from the crossing the engine 
struck the pair, threw the baby elephant to one 
side, breaking its leg, and forced Jumbo to 
the earth ‘and pushed him. along the 
track until his body threw the en- 
gine off into the ditch. „ As soon 
as an examination could be made it was seen 
that Jumbo could not recover, there being 
deep gashes in bis flanks, and his feet and legs 
very badly smashed. When he died Mathew 
Scott, his keeper, who had been with bim 
twenty-one years, threw himself on his body 
and wept bitterly. It is the intention to have 
Jumbo skinned and his hide and skeleton pre- 
served. The baby elephant has been shipped 
to London for treatment. The collision bav- 
ing derailed the engine of the freight train, 
all regular trains were delayed several hours. 

ROCHESTER, N. V., Sept. 16.— Prof. H. A. Ward 
of Rochester University left tonight for St. 
Thomas, Out. He will take the skin of the 
elephant Jumbo and stuff it for the Tufft Col- 
lege ot Massachusetts, to which it has been 
presented by P. T. Barnum. The skeleton 
will probably be sent to the National Museum 
at Washington.

THE SISTER REPUBLIC, 


MEXICO IS CELEBRATING HER INDEPEND- 
BNCE ANNIVERSABY—HER PRESIDENT EX- 
PECTED TO COMMEND TO CONGRESS THE 
RESUMPTION OF THE SUSPENDED SUBSI- 
DIES. 

Crry oF Mxxico, Sept. 16.—|Special.J—The 
Thirteenth Congress which convened in this 
city today will be similar in many respects to 
the Forty-eighth Congress of the United 
States, which became memorable for the 
heated and prolonged discussion of the 
tariff question. Leading Representatives 
from Chihuahua, Sonora, and other 
Northern States of Mexico will move for a re- 
duction of duties. To sustain their arguments 
againet the bigh and oppressive duties now 
imposed upon foreign products they will 
call the attention of tne present 
Congress to the robbery vf $10,000 
at Paso del Norte in the sbape of 
fines and the heavy fines which have been im- 
posed at other custom-house stations on the 
Rio Grande border of Mexico. The Represent- 
atives from the southern portion of the Repub- 
lic will oppose a reduction of duties, hence a 
bitter discussion can be looked for. 

Crty or Mexico, Sept. 16.—The celebration 
of Mexican independence was begun last even- 
ing by special services at the National Theatre, 
President Diaz presiding. A brilliant assem- 
blage of military officers, foreigu Ministers, 
and the élite of the city were present. Today 
there was a grand procession of infantry, artil- 
lery, cavalry, and civic societies, 20,000 per- 
sons being in line. The city is beautifully dec 
orated, American residents displaying their 
National colors, blended with those of Mexico. 
Gen. Grant’s portrait and those of Gens. Jua- 
rez and Hidalgo are prominently displayed. 
The city is splendidly illuminated tonight. 

Congress assembled tonight, and the railway 
representatives confidently expect that the 
President, in bis message, will commend the 
resumption, in whole or part, of the suspended 
subsidies. 

Northers prevail at Vera Cruz, and the yel- 
low-fever is abating. 

New OrRLEans, La., Sept. 16.—National sa- 
lutes were fired by the Mexican vessels in port 
today in honor of the anniversary of Mexican 
independence. The day was further cele 
brated by a dinner in this city at which the 
Mexican Consul, J. Francis Dezamacon, Com- 
modore Jose M. de la Vega, commanding the 
Gulf squadron of Mexico, and the officers of 
Mexican war ships Independencia and La Lib- 
ertad were present.

The new Collector is a native of New Jersey;

His period on 
the bench covered the rise and fall of 
the Know-Nothma@ party and many great busi- 
ness failures. The celebrated murder case of 
Charles Cora was tried before him, as also the 
suit of the State to set aside the 
probate of the alleged will of David 
C. Broderick. He enjoined the executors from 
selling the estate under that document on the 
ground that it was a forgery. The sentiment 
is now universal that he was right, but the Su- 
preme Court overruled him. On en bis 
oourt- room the 2d day of January, 1859, Judge 
Hager saw Caleb Burbank, an old 
and much-respected lawyer, seated upon 
his bench. Burbank had been elected, 
but Judge Hager’s friends held there was no 
vacancy and the election was premature. The 
scene was quite sensational. Judge Hager an- 
nounced that a question had arisen in regard 
to his tenure of office and no business would 
be done until the Supreme Court had settled it. 
He then directed the bailiff to adjourn the 
court and that officer obeyed. Burbank an- 
nounced that the court was not adjourned. 
Hager, however, carried his point and was 
aiterwards sustained by the Supreme Court. 
In 1866 Hager was again in the State Senate, 
where he killed the proposed charter for Oak- 
land, which was so framed aso throw most of 
the San Francisco water front, besides Goat 
and Alcatraz Islands, into the limits of the city 
across the bay. In 1871 Judge Hager was ap- 
‘pointed Regent of the University of Califor- 
nia, which office he still hoids. He married in 
October, 1872, at St. Louis, Mrs. Hicks, the 
widowed daughter of James H. Lucas of that 
city, who had been the capitalist of the San 
Francisco banking-house of Lucas, Turner & 

Feb. 9, 1874, Hager was elected United 
States Senator as an AntiMonopoly Dem- 
ocrat to succeed Eugene Casserly, re 
signed. His term expired March 3, 1875, 
He was active in framing the new char- 
ter for Ban Francisco, which was defeated at 
the polls, He was a member of the Stockton 
Convention which passed the resolutions de- 
nounema Justice Field, but has expressed 
disapproval of some of its most prominent acts. 
While bis appointment cannot be deemed a | 
positive victory for the conservatives, or Field 
Democrats, it is undoubtedly a defeat for the 
radicals, or Henley wing of the 5 
whose candidate for the position was W. D. 
English, Chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee. English was indorsed by the State 
Supreme Court, the Governor, Democratic 
State Committee, and by personal letters from 
the Chairmen of forty-five out of the fifty-two 
county committegs. Spite of all this, the 
President eave place to a man with whom Eu-

arsaw, N. T., Sept. 16.—|Specia!l.]—This 
morning Johu V. Barross ot the banking estab- 
lishment of ex-Senator James H. Loomis & Son 
at Attica, Wyoming County, reached the bank- 
ing office at 8:30 o’clock in order to open it for 
the transaction of business. In the doorway 
stood a tough-looking fellow about 30 years 
old, of dark complexion, whom he had noticed 
at the bank the day before. On entering the 
bank he thought no more of the fellow, but 
opened the safe, placing all of the money in a 
drawer but a bunch of $800 in bills. While he was 
thus engaged the fellow came behind the 
counter and raising a club struck him over the 
head. The second blow felled him to the floor. 
The desperado then drew a self-cocking re- 
volver, and, aiming it at Barross, was about to 
shoot when Barross cried: For God's sake 
don’t shoot; take the money if you want it.“ 
He shot, however, and Barross, by a quick 
move before he pulled, avoided the shot, which 
entered the floor at his side. Grabbing the 
$8u0 the thief was about to decamp, 
when Andrew J. Larish, the Postmaster, 
who, in descendmge the stairs from 
his law office nearly over the bank, heard the 
shot, came rushing into the door. The feliow, 
who was coming out, ordered him to stand 
aside, which he did; but as he went to pass 
him Larish grabbed the hand containing the 
revoiver. Here a long tussle ensued, Larish 
trying to avoid being shot and also to down 
him. This he succeeded in doing, when the 
cries of murder by Barross brought a Mr. 
Briggs to the rescue, and the fellow was 
handcuffed. He gives bis name as 
John Smith. This is all the informa- 
tion that can ‘be gained from him. 
In jail here he is cool and non-committal. He 
looks to be the desperate character he has 
proven himself to be. Barross is known all 
through Western New York asthe winner of 
many bicycie races. Larishisa plucky G. A. 
R. man, who, in the War, was never afraid of 
anything, and for capturing the enemy’s colors 
in a hand-to-hand battle was commended for 
bravery by the Secretary of War.

HE SUCCEEDS IN OBTAINING MANY THOU-

caused by the Rochester bank swindles, died 
out, when the same old game is played in To- 
ronto with the usual success.

The 
forgery was subsequently discovered, but too 
late. A few days ago Ryan sent his clerk to 
the Imperial Bank to deposit a $5,772 draft, 


drawn on La Banque Nationale of Montreal, 


payable at the Ottawa branch of the Bank of 
Montreal. He sent bis clerk yesterday afternoon 
to the bank with a check for $4,600, 
which he desired to have cashed. The bank 
officials declined to pay the amount until in- 
quiries had been made respecting its genuine- 
ness. A communication from Montreal stated 
that the dratt was a forgery. The matter was 
reported to the police, who are now looking 
for Ryan. He is described as being 38 years of 
age, five feet eight inches in hiahth. with long, 
sandy side whiskers, but no mustache. 


A SOUTHERN KANSAS STAMPEDE. 


EFFECT OF THE RULING OF JUDGE BREWER 
IN REGARD TO 77,000 ACRES OF LAND. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., Sept. 16.—The decision of 


‘Judge Brewer of the United States Circuit 


Court in the suit of the United States against 
the Southern Kansas Railway Company, de- 
claring 77,000 acres of lands heretofore held by 
that company to be wrongfully held and now 
a part of the public domain, has created the 
wildest land excitement ever known in South- 


‘ern Kansas. As soon as the devision was made 


known in Southern Kansas men in wagons, in 
buggies, and on horseback came in great num- 
bers from Chanute, from Wilson, and 
other counties to Woodson and also Green- 
wood County and commenced staking off claims, 
saying that Judge Brewer's decision declared 
all lands heretofore held by the Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas Kailway to be Government land. 
They are building shanties on many quarters 
and breaking sod so as to perfect the claim. 
They have even stuck their stakes and broken 
ground on the lands which were entered by 
college scrip and the patents for which were on 
record before either the Santa Fé or Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Railways were organized. 


GEN. GRANT'S TOMB. 


OSING THE REMAINS OF THE GREAT GEN- 
ERAL TO BULL THE REAL-ESTATE MAR- 
KET. 

New York, Sept. 16.—The location of Gen. 
Grant’s tomb in Riverside Park appears to 
have increased the value of property in the 
vicinity. Richard V. Harnett, a real-estate 
dealer, said this morning: “I think that all 
property on Riverside Park has increased in 
value. All the property in that neighborhood, 
in fact, is held firmly. The burial of Gen. 
Grant there will cause many people from all 
parts of the world to go and see the drive and 
the tomb. This will cause improvements to be 
made, car lines to be built, and the property 
to become more desirable. Property on River- 
side drive has been valuable for a long time, 
but the tomb of Gen. Grant has brought that 
part of the city into prominence.

JUDGE PRENDERGAST’S ASPIRATIONS. 

It is currently rumored in Democratic circles 
that Judge Prendergast of the County Court 
Will be the Democratic nominee this fall for 
the Superior Court to succeed Judge Smith. 
The Democrats believe be is their strongest 
man. Judge Prendergast has not yet expressed 
himself about the matter, but his friends are 
**talking him up.“ He will, however, not con- 
sent to become a candidate unless the Citizens’

unless Judge Smith is out of the race. It is 
admitted by Democrats that if Judge Smith 
accepts a renomination be will be elected.

HIDE AND LEATHER. 

IMPORTANT SUBJECTS DISCUSSED AT THE OPEN- 

ING SESSIONS OF THE NATIONAL CONVEN- 

TION. : 7 

The club-room.in the Grand Pacific Hotel se- 
lected for holding thé convention of the Na- 
tional Tanners’ and Hide and Leather Dealers’ 
Association was found entirely inadequate for 
the large number of delegates and visitors who 
attended the opening proceedings yesterday 
morning, and the overtioWing contingent list- 
ened patiently and attentively to the Presi- 
dent’s address from the corridor. There were 
about 200 delegates present from nearly every 
section of the country, and also quite a num- 
ber of representatives of the leather interests 
from Canada. President James E. Mooney 
of Cincinnati delivered his opening address. 
It was to be regretted, he said, that the anom- 
alous condition of the tannery business dis- 
cussed at Cincinnati still continued. Their as- 
sociates in the hide trade insisted that hides 
were scarce, while the tanner knew that they’ 
were sold at extreme prices, spot cash, on day of 
shipment without reference to the value of the 
product. On the other hand the leather deal- 
ers did not permit them to forget the fact that 
there was a plethora of leather, with — 
selection, and terms of payment mainly 
ted by the modesty of the buyer. In —— 
for a natural theory for the unnaturai condi- 
tion of such an important industry as the 
manufacture of leather, the conclusion was 
arrived at that there was still an excess of 
capital and energy employed. There existed a 
belief, however, that the first excess mentioned 
was in process of speedy adjustment, while the 
latter, through disappointed hopes, might 
finally be so chastened as to learn moderation. 


If the deliberations of the convention should 


result in a determination to curtail the produc- 
tion to such an extent as woula, before the 
next annual meeting, fill the hide-houses of 
the country and employ the leather lofts and 
stores, it would be safe to predict the happiest 
gathering the trade bas experienced. He then 
referred to tannery insurance and damage 
done to hides. by excessive branding and by 
barbed-wire fences, upon which reports were 
made. Amom the other leading questions 
previously touched upon was the damage 
done to nides by tar brands used by shippers, 
by drivers’ prods, by imperfect skinning, by 
cutting of throats, by oversaiting and the use 
of impure sait. The latter trouble seemed to 
be on the increase and was worse in some mar- 
kets than in others. It was of a nature to 
suggest the possibility of chemical impurities 
not known or appreciated by hide-curers. 

Upon motion, the visitors from Canada were 
selected honorary members of the association. 
A Committee on Order of Business was next 
appointed, as follows; H. Wolfstein, Cincinnati: 
J. S. Schultze, New Lors; H. H. Bechtel, New- 
port. Pa.; O. K. Lapbam, A. P. Miller, Chicago;

At the arternoon session the Committee on 
Order of Business made a report of the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved, That it is inconsistent with business 
principles for any tanner to buy hides at a higher 
price than would enable him to realize a profit on 
the leather produced therefrom at the prices which 
are current at the time of his purchase. 

Resolwed, That the failure to adopt and adbere to 
this rule in procuring raw material has been the 
chief cause of the losses the tanners have suffered 
hitherto; and if they will concur in and live up to it

Resolved, That the relations between sellers and

presented by the Title Committee six weeks 
ago. The first part of the session was taken up 
with the reading of communications from 


John G. Shortall, George A. Chambers, of the 
First National Bank, and George W. Wardell. 
Mr. Chambers indorsed the report of the 
minority of the Title Committee in favor of a 
dower record, while Mr. Wardell was opposed 
to the appointment of a titie clerk. Two 
lengthy communications were submitted from 
Otto Peltzer asking that his abstracts and 
copies of abstracts of title be regarded as reg 
ular, as well as those of Handy & Co., Handy, 
Simmons & Co., Haddock, Vallette & Richards, 

Haddock, Coxe & Co., and the County Recorder. 
These communications were referred to the 
Committee on Titles. 

Recorder W. 8. Soribner, being called on for 
his views on the simplification of title ab- 
stracts, said be felt a deep interest in the mat- 
ter. Having the interests of the people solely 
at heart, be declared that nothing could be 
done which would more advance the interests 
of the peopie of Cook County than to maintain 
and support a public abstract office in connec- 
tion with the records of the county. It was 
often said that the men in his office received 
their positions on political grounds, but he 
could assure the board that they were abie, 
well-qualified men, who had almost all been in 
the office since it was established, and that 
some of them had come with the books when 
they were purchased from W illmans & Thielcke 
by the county. They were men of character 
and reliability, and be asked all to investi- 
gate for themselves. Some of the books pur- 
chased from Willmans & Thielcke were not in 

strict statutory form, but for the last thirteen 
years they had as compiete a record as any in 
Cook County. He hoped to compiete the work 
of having the abstracts all put in statutory 
form during his term. Col. Scribner then re- 
ferred to Commissioner Senne’s plan by which 
he would give a bond for the correctness of 
his abstracts. This would soon be supmitted 
to the County Board, 

The President of the recently-formed Cook 
County Abstract Company then put forward 
the claims of bis company to be regarded as 
regular abstract-makers by the board, and 
Otto Peltzer also put in a word for the recog- 
nition of his abstract-making. 

Mr. Heary L. Turner moved that the first 
recommendation of the minoritv report, which 
is as follows, be adopted: 

I. That the board inaugurate and regularly main- 
tain a permanent title record, to contain all at- 
tainabie evidence as to existing or possible dower 
claims, as to proofs of heirship, disputed bound- 
aries, etc.; that the board solicit from its members, 
from owners, agents, and attorneys information, 
correspondence, and original documents—in short, 
unrecorded evidence of every kind bearing upon 
this phase of titles in this county; and that it be 
carefully sifted and systematically spread upon 
the title record. That printed dower certificates, 


embodying briefly such information as may be 


contained in the title record, specifying the 


| source from which it was obtained but without 


vouching for its credibility, be issued upon appli- 
cation. Thatacharge not to exceed 25 cents be 
made foreach certificate, and that the money 80 
received be credited to a title-fund account. 

M. R. Barnard predicted that the adoption of 

this resolution was the entering wedge towards 
the board’s gomg into the abstract business 
and so be was opposed to it. 
After some remarks from Messrs, H. C.

HE SHOT A. POLICEMAN, 

AND IS GOING BACK TO VERMONT TO ANSWER 

| FOR THE CRIME. 

Deputy-Sheriff Gleason left for Burlington, 
Vt., last night having in, charge a prisoner 
named Wilbur E. Perrigo, alias Eugene York, 
who is wanted in that city to answer to a 
charge of assault with intent to kill a police- 
man early in May last. Perrigo effected his 
‘escape from the Burlington Jail May 4 by re- 
moving a few stones in his cell and digging a 
channel through the jail walls from his ceil to 
the roadway. Upon his escape he came di- 
rectly to Chicago, and atter nearly four 
months’ search Sheriff Barton of Chittenden 
County, Vermont, located him in this city by 
a package of clothing which was sent him 
from Buriington to Chicago by his mother 
under the assumed name of Eugene York. 
Sheriff Barton notified Sheriff Hanchett of the 
circumstances, and, in Sheriff Hanchett’s ab- 
sence, Deputy-Sheriff Gleason acted. He ap- 
pointed two deputies to “shadow” the Amer- 
ican Express office until the package of cloth- 
ing should be called for. Last Friday evening 
Perrigo applied at the express office for the 
bundle and was immediately arrested. When 
he was brought to the Sheriff's oflice he at first 
attemp'ed to deny his identity, but afterwards 
admitted his guilt, saymg he was prepared to 
take his dose. He also waived the right of 
asking for requisition papers. Perrigo isa 
fine-looking man about 25 yearsof age. As 
bis victim, the policeman, is not expected to 
live he may possibly bave to answer to a charge 
of murder.

WELCOME TO THE MEMBERS. 


HaLiFax, N. 8., Sept. 16.—The formal recep- 
tion of the members of the American Institute 
of Mining Engineers took place in the Legis- 
lative Council Chamber of the Provincial Build- 
ing this morning. J. E. Baylies, President of 
the association, occupied the chair. Ex-Gov. 
Sir Adams G. Archibald delivered the address 
of welcome in the name of the people of Nova 
Scotia. He was tollowed by Mayor Mackin- 
tosh, who welcomed the visitors on behalf 
of the eity. Sir Adams dwelt at 
some length on the history of the mineral 
development of the province, and referred 
brietiy to the present extent of the coal, iron, 
and gold products. President Baylies replied 
to the address of welcome in a short speech. 
In the course of bis remarks be laid particular 
stress on the value of the coking coal of the 
province, which, he had been surprised to 
learn, was to be found in large quantities. 
This product, he said, was in much demand in 


>the iron regions ot Pennsylvania and Onio, and 


he believed the most ardent protectionist in 
the United States woula not Dave the slightest 
objection to allowing the cokimg coal 
from Nova Scotia to enter that country 
duty free. President Baylies expressed the 
opinion that free trade rather than protection 
was an aid to the development of the mineral 
resources of a country.

A MOST INTERESIING PAPER. 


The following is an abstract of a paper ent! 
tied Au Electrical Furnace for Reducing He- 
fractory Ores, to be read before the institute 
by Prof. T. Sterry Hunt of Montreal: 

The application of electricity to the extraction of 
metals has hitherto been chiefly contined to the 
electroids of dissolved or fused compounds of 
these by various methods. The power of eiectric 
currents to generate intense heat in their passage 
through resisting metals has, however, long been 


4 known, and the late W. Siemens thereby succeeded 


in melting considerable quantities of steel. It was, 
however, reserved to Messrs. Eugene H. Cowles 
and Altred Cowles of Cleveland, O., to take a new 
step in the metallurgic art by mak- 
ing the heat thus produced a means 
of reducing in the presence of carbon 
the oxyds not only of the alkaline metals, but of 
magnesium, manganese, aluminum, and silicon 
with an ease which permits the production 
of these elements and their alloys with copper and 
other metals on a commercia! scale. In the appara- 
tus devised and now employed by Messrs. Cowles, 
a column of fragments of well caicined charcoal, 
80 prepared and arranged as to present the requi- 
sit electrical resistance, is imbedded horizontally 
in finely-puiverized charcoul and covered by a 
layer of the same material coarsely broken, the 
whole being placed in a box of fire-brick cov- 
vered with perforated tiles and opened at the ends 
to ad mit two carbon electroids an inch and a half 
in diameter. Through these the current from a 
dynamo electric machine of twenty-horse power ia 
now made to traverse the central core of carbon, 
whereby such a temperature ts at once produced 
that platinum iridium may de instantly meited 
therein, and the most refractory oxyds already 
named are not only fused and  volatilized, 
but reduced to their elemental state 
with formations of carbonic oxyd gas. ITF 
allumina in the form of granulated corun- 
dum is ming'ted with the carbon in the electric 
path, aluminum is rapidly liberated. being in part 
carried off with the escaping gas and in part con- 
densed in the upper layer of charcoal. In this 
way ure obtained consideraties masses of nearly 
pure fused aluminum and others of a crystaliine 
compound of the metal with carbon. When, 
however, a portion of granulated copper is 
placed with the corundum an alloy of the 
two metals is obtained, which is probably 
formed in the overiying stratum, but at the close 
of the operation is found in fused musses beiow. 
in this way there is got after the current has 
passed for an hour and a haif through the furnace 
trom four to five pounds of an alloy containing 
from 15 to 20 per cent of aluminum and free from 
iron. On substituting this alloy for copper in a 
second operation a compound with over 30 per 
cent is obtained. Already the small experimental 
plant with a 30 horse- power dynamo is producing 
daily over five pounds of aluminum in the form of 
a rich and britt:e alloy, which by suitable additions 
ot copper, is converted into different grades of 
aluminum bronze. The remarkable qualities of 
these ure so well known that it is only their great 
cost hitherto which has prevented their more gen- 


| eral use in the arts. 


They are now offered for sale at Cleveland on a 
basis of 6 a pound for the contained aluminum. 
When silicious sand mixed with carbon is piaced in 
the path of the electric current a part of it is fused 
into a clear glass and a part reduced with the pro- 
duction ot considerabie masses of crystallized sili- 
con, a portion ot this being volatilized and recon- 
verted to silica. By the addition of granulated 
copper there is readily formed a hard, brittie alloy 
holding 6 or 7 per cent of silicon, from which. sili- 
con bronzes are cheaply made. The direct addi- 
tion of clay gives an alloy of silicon and aluminum, 
and with copper silico-aluminum bronze, which 
appears to possess properties not less 
valuuble than the compounds already men- 
tioned. Even beric oxyd is rupidiy re- 
duced, with evolution of copious brown 
fumes of boron and the formation, in presence of 
copper, of a boron- bronze, which promises to be of 
value, while under certain conditions crystals of 
what appears to be the so-called adamantoid boron 
are formed: In some cases, also, -crystalline 
gr¥phite has been produced, apparently through 
the solvent action of aluminum on carbon. 

Remarkable results are got by alloying small 
quantities of aluminum with an admixture of cup- 
per and nickel. One of these compounds broke 
with a strain of 111,000 pounds to the square inch, 
with an elongation of 36-100, while a 10 per cent 
aluminum bronze broke with 108,000 pounds. An 
addition of from 2 to 5 per cent of aluminum to the 
brass greatly increases its tensile strength 
renders it less liable to oxidation. 
While 15 or 20 per cent of aluminum with copper 
yields a brittle compound, an addition of 10 or 15 
per cent of copper gives to pure aluminum a great 
increase of hardness and tenacity, forming an al- 
loy which may have a wide application. It may be 
added that the difficulties in guthering together the 
reduced aluminum without the aid of copper prom- 
ses to be overcome at an early day, so that we 
may expect the cheaper production of such alloys 

nd of pure aluminum. 

: The 2 Cowles in their later work have been 
aided by the chemical skill of Prof. C. F. Mavdery, 
now of Cleveland, who is associated with them in 
their patents. These now cover not only the re- 
duction dt aluminum, silicon, and boron, 
as above described, but the extraction of 
manganesé, magnesium, and the alkaline metals 
by the electric furnace. I had i the 
pleasure of hearing Prof. Marberg give the first 
acientitie motice of this distuvery before the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement of Science 
at Ann Arbor, Aug. 28, and 1 then spoke of the 
early results of H. de Ville and those of De Bray 
on alumina and its alloys, having myself witnessed 
may of the experiments of both these chemists 
2 . I also insisted that the importance of 
this new instrument, which the Messrs. Cowles 
have placed in the hands of chemists for producing 
and controlling degrees of temperature never be- 
tore attained, can scarcely yet bo estimated, either 
in its economic or its sGientifie aspect. The heat 
or this furnace realizes the dream of the alkahest 
or universal solvent of the alchemists, and 
he who ean rightly use it will merit the 
ancient tithe of magister magnis in ignis. 1 then 
suggested trials for the reduction of titanium, both 
from rutile and from titanic irom ore, which will 
probably soon be made. | may add that through 
the courtesy of these gentiemen | have rince been 
enabled to spend two entire — — their experi- 
mental works at Cleveland th the brothers 
Cowles und Prot.

Why the State Board Fails to Equalize 
Under Existing Laws—Inherent 
3 Difficulties. - 


Views As to the Evil Results of Fair 
Cash Valuation Disputed 
Points. 


The Revenne Commission met in the Council 


Chamber yesterday morning, Milton Hay in 


the chair, and all the members present, Mr. 
Marshall Field making his first appearance. 
Mr. E. J. Harkness directed attention to some 
very obvious defects” in the law, saying that 
no thorough reform in the revenue system 
could be effected without an amendment to the 
Constitunon.. A much larger proportion of 
the expenses of the State and its different mu- 
nicipalites shoula be paid out of the earnings 
and profit of the community than could be pro- 
vided by a tax upon valuation. But undoubted- 
ly much could be done to remedy existing evils 
under the Constitution as it was. The interest 
of the taxpayers and the officials connected with 
the levy and assessment of taxes would be bet- 
ter furthered by changing May 1 to Jan. 1—the 
date at which all business enterprises began, 
and the time when men in the farming districts 
bad time to look after their Assessors; and it 
would enable the officials to collect the tax 
within the year for which it was levied. No 


matter how many deputies an Assessor had, he 


could not supervise the assessment of the 
property in either of the towns comprising Chi- 
cago in any correct sense of the term in sixty 
days. Another evil was the impossibility of 
making a fair assessment of the personal prop- 
erty. 

CHANGES SUGGESTED. 

To remedy these evils he suggested that the 
law be so changed as to provide for a County 
Assessor in each county, to bold office for 
at least four years, whose duty it should 
be to supervise all assessments of the 
county, with powerto divide the county into 


assessment districts and to appoint deputies 


for euch district; the County Assessor and his 
district deputies to constitute a Board of As- 
sessment and Review; the office and books of 
the County Assessor to be open at all times, 
and the work of making the assessment going 
around throughout the entire year. Time 
would thus be given to prepare an assessment 
based on an actual view and determination of 
the value of each lot or tract. The personal 
property assessments in large cities had grown 
to be a farce, and as proof of this he gave the 
following figures:

Equalization, it having, in his opinion, long 
since outlived its usefulness. State taxes 
should be divorced from the others and a sys- 
tem ot licenses devised to raise revenue for the 
State. If the assessment of personal property 
was to be continued the proceedings should be 
greatly simplified and a simpler orm of return 
provided, which would be inteiligible to the 
uverage man, in place of the catechism 
at present provided by law. Some unt 
form basis of taxation should be estublished 
which if deviated from by Assessors should 
have the effect of Vitiating the tax. He knew 
of no other way to bring about uniformity of 
taxanon, and was strongly inclined to believe 
that a prov sion like this would do more to ef- 
fect uniformity than any provision that could 
be framed. The present law provided a stan- 
dard that was not followed by a single Assessor 
in the State. Every Assessor had a basis of 
his own, generally acertain per cent of the 
value., instead of the lair cash value. The law 
provided substantially that no default of the 
Assessor Or any other officer should vitiate the 
tax, so that he could estabiish any basis of as- 
sessinent that might suit his whim. This ought 
in some way to be corrected. 


UNEQUAL EQUALIZATION. 

Mr. Crandon remarked that the State Aud- 
itor haa told the Commissioner the assessment 
of the State had continually decreased since 
1872, and in his (the Auditor's) judgment it 
was only a question of a tew years until the 
assessable value of the State would disappear 
entirely. If this was true, and, also, as the 
Auditor stated, that in these later years dif- 
ferent additions were made to the assessment 
oi Cook County, so that the valuation of Cook 
bore a larger proportion to the whole value 
than in former years, would not that account 
to some extent for the changes in the per cent 
added by the State Board? 

Mr. Harkness replied that his attack upon the 
State Board was based upon tne addiuon upon 
ail classes of property, they not being uni- 
form. The board put a different rate upon the 
different ciasses of property within the county, 
the valuations of which prior to their equaliza- 
tion were supposed to be relatively accurate. 
The State Board's equalization was for the 
purpose of bringing the different classes of 
property up to the State average outside of 
Cook County, so there could not fail to be this 
disturbance of the relative position of the dif- 
ferent classes of property within the county. 

Mr. Thomas—tisn’t it true that the State 
Board is founded upon the fact that the offi- 
cers of the law constantly violate the law? 

Mr. Harkuess— es. If property were as- 
sessed at its ** fair cash value” there would be 
no necessity for the State Board, which had 
said the assessment should be 40 per cent. 

Mr. Thomas inquired if he was prepared to 
support the statement that there was a consti- 
tutional Lmitation upon taxing the gross re- 
ceipts of corporations. Mr. Harkuess an- 
swered that be had not made a particular study 
of the question. If the State revenue were 
raised in any other way than by general taxa- 
tion more than half the difficulties would dis- 
appear at once. 

Mr. Hay asked if the State revenue were 
raised by taxing or licensing corporations, 
would they be relieved from local taxation? 
Mr. Harkness didn’t think it could be done. 

AN EXPERT'S VIEWS. 

Mr. William Anderson of the County Treas- 
urer's office agreed with Mr. Harkness as to 
the impossibility of making an assessment in 
Chicago in sixty days, and also as to the Coun- 
ty Assessor. An assessment of real estate was 
not necessary more than once in four years, 
but there suould be some way to eniorce tbe 
collection of the personal-property tax. With 
a County Assessor there would be intelligent 
supervision of the work and a better class of 
labor empioyed. In repiy to Mr. Field he suid 
that 90 per cent of the personal-proper- 
ty tax was collected. The County At- 
torney bad decided that the tax 
was not a lien until the warraut 
was in the bands of the County Collector. The 
Urst assessment ought to take a year. The 
whole county should be gone over. The realty 
assessment Once made, all that remained would 
be to add the improvements during the year 
and assess the personai property. 

jn reply to Mr. Ewing he said very few cor- 
porations in Cook County were taxed as such, 
paying notbing on their franchises, but being 
taxed as ordinary business firms. He didn’t 
think ten corporations outside of the railroads 
paid atax on capital stock. Nominally real 
estate was assessed at one-third, but the aver- 
age was from one-eighth to one-tenth. He 
didn't think 1 per cent of the per 
gonal property paid taxes. It was not 
assessed at anything like the just proportion 
of its value as compared with real estate. 
Better satisfaction would be given the public 
if the town Collectors were done away with 
and the Assessors’ books turned over to the 
County Treasurer. Practicaily ail the real- 
estate taxes were collected. He thougbt the 
penalties could. be reduced one-baif. 

A. J. GALLOWAY’S VIEWS. 

At the afternoon session Mr. A. J. Galloway 
gave an interesting account of the working ot 
the present law, which he regarded as imprac- 
ticabie from bis experience as an Assessor and 
otherwise. One of the difficulties which would 
prevail as long as the system lasted 
was that hud no responsibie bead. 
Most of the people didn’t know how unim- 
portant the State revenue was compared with 
the municipal revenues. Chicago could better 
afford to pay one-fourth or one-third of it and

CORPORATION TAXE 

The Committe on Capital Stoch of the State 
Board of Equalization held a mepting at Mo-

THE BALLET OF THE FUTURE. 


MRS. THUKBER'S AMERICAN GIRLS’ RE- 
HEARSING FOR COMING SPECTACLES, ° 

New York World: A row of twenty-two 
young ladies firmly grasping with their left 
bands a brass rod which ran along one side of 
the room, their right legs stubbornly extended 
at more or less acute angles, was the novel 
spectacle that met the gaze of a World reporter 
as he entered Clarendon Hall yesterday after- 
noon. A rehearsal of the corps de ballet of 
the great and only American opera was in 
progress. This question of the ballet bas been 
from the outset a sorely perplexing one to 
Mrs. F. K. Thurber and those who are asso- 
ciated with her in the production of a simon- 
pure American opera. It is and has been, of 
course, as every one knows, the intention 
of the management to employ on y 
American song-birds, and the question has 
naturally arisen, **Why, if we are to have 
nothing but American voices, should we con- 
sent to have any other than American jegs? 
But there the fronbie began. Even Mrs. Thur- 
ber, with all ber ultra-American enthusiasm, 
was forced to admit that while American legs 
were uo doubt superior to any other variety, 
they were still listed in operatic commercial 
circles as raw material, and were practically 
vaiueiess as works of art. 

It doubtiess cost many s pang before the 
Management consented to waive the point of 
Americanism in the selection of the first and 
second dancers of the American opera's ballet, 
and closed contracts with Tuéodora de Gillert 
ot Moscow and Felicita Carozzi and Romiida 
Via of Milan. Further foreign concessions 
the management positively deciined to make. 
We will take these few aliens, said they, 
**because the supremacy of their art gives 
them a proper footing in any land, but the 
general tone and personnel of the ballet must 
and suall be American.“ 

These views were imparted to M. Mamert 
Bibeyrau, who bad already been selected as 
* master of the ballet.“ Vaire weil,“ said 
this motionless master. ze Americaine leddy 
has ze inte eegiance: ze cuitivation I sbali gir. 
It shall be my pride to develep Ze art in ze legs 
of ze Americaine leddy.“ 

It was in this iaudablo undertaking that M. 
Bibeyrau was yesterday afternoon engaged. 
There didn’t seem to be any doubt about the 
Americanism of his pupils. Neither was there 
any doubt about their age and their good 
looks. They were all young and moderately 
handsome. 

As it is not every day that one has an oppor- 
tunity to discover a bevy of pretty American 
maidens at school for the ballet, a word or two 
about their appearance can scarcely be amiss. 
Down to their waist their were ciad in tight-fit- 
ting vests. These vests were of various colors. 
Some were of blue, some were of white, and 
some were ot red. None had sieeves. It is a 
part of M. Bibeyrau’s method to train the up- 
per as well as the lower limbs in the ways of 
grace. Below the waist M. Bibeyrau’s pupils 
were costumed in a sort of fairy * bloomer.’’ 
The outly ing folds or tissues of this extraordi- 
nary garment consisted of white gauze, beneath 
which were breeches of cotton cloth which 
ended at the knee and which were supple- 
mented from the knees down by silk stockings 
of various bues. Pink, white, and biue slippers 
incased the feet of the fair students. 

M. Bibeyrau was provided with a fiddle. With 
this instrument under his arm he marched 
‘boldly up and down the line of blushing, gig- 
gling girls. They were ali clinging with. their 
left hands to the brass railing, as has been de- 
scribed, with right feet deferentialiy extended 
towards their preceptor, as if by way of salute. 
It was all very funny, but the professor was 
solemnity itself. Suddenly be paused in his 
tour of inspection. The uplifted limbs of the 
fair students wobbled wofully about. The 
twenty-two little white fists ciinched the brass 
rod with renewed vigor, and there was a des- 
perate and manifest determination on the part 
of the class to come to a réspectiul and motion- 
less present arms. x 

It nas been said by a clever writer in de- 
scribing the movements of the queen of the 
bullet that she stood on her left toe and pro- 
jected ber right limb, thereby becoming a 
‘quarter to 6,’ and that she then stood on ber 
right toe and stuck out her jeftleg and became 
‘quarter past 6. The twenty-two members 
of Bibeyrau’s class, carrying out this figure of 
speech, ranged from about twenty-five to n:ne- 
teen minutes of 6. Stooping suddenly down 
and taking noid of the heel of a girl who was 
but a minute or two better than halt past 5, 
the professor swung her right limb up towards 
the ceiling until she was at least 5:52 p. m. 

Atter this preliminary adjustment of tneir 
dancing gear the young ladies were instructed 
in the art of walking upon their toes, and were 
taught howto pick up imaginary bouquets 
with their right hands while the left lower limbs 
were extended skywards at right angles to the 
nape of their necks. 

The professor is enthusiastic on the subject 
of his class and says that the American ballet 
will be ** ze bullet of ze future.“

MARKETS. 


The produce markets presented few new features 
yesterday. There was littie done on outside ac- 
count, and news was scarce, except that of the 
kind to which the trade attaches not much im- 
portance. The weather was ciear and cooler, and 
the principal fact was the reports that the de- 
liveries of grain in the interior are not increasing 
as much as was expected would be the case after 
the harvest work is over. Trade was inclined to 
stagnation ina speculative way, and the shipping 
department of the business was far from exhibit- 
ing the activity which has often characterized it at 
this season of the year. 

.Provisions were quiet, except the buying of about 


5,000 tes cash lard, the demand for which made it 


firm, while other product was steady in sympathy 
with hogs and dull in the absence of demand. 
Pork was firm on near deliveries, and otherwise 
easier. October pork sold off 24¢c, $8.67%, im- 
proved to $8.80, and closed at the outside asked, 
with November at 100 discount and January at 55c 
premium. Lard soldashade higher, at 86.2236. 
with November at 100 discount, and small sales of 
January at $6.15. Ribs sold 50 lower, to $5.56 for 
October, but closed at $5.60 asked, with November 
nominally at 42e discount. 

Fiour was strong and in better demand, there 
being some export inquiry in addition to a moder- 
ate local trade. The demand for tour here and 
elsewhere is reported to be ‘‘picking up.“ and better 
prices are obtainable in some cases. 

Wheat was quiet and easier. It was weak early 
on the fact of fine weather in the West, with an 
absence of buying orders from outside, and turned 
when it struck the price where privileges could be 
covered at a protit. Then St. Louis reported a bet- 
ter demand for flour ‘than had been experienced 
for eight months previously, the posting of the 
imports into the United Kingdom Idd some to think 
that the quantity on ocean passage has decreased 

“4,000,000 to 2,000,000 bu, it was seen that the re- 
ceipts at primary points were exceeded by the 
shipments for the second time this week, and New 
York sent some buying orders with less 
bearish dispatches, while there were ru- 
mors that 100.000 du had been taken on 
the seaboard for export.

The volume of trading on the street markets was 
fair. About 8,000 baskets of Michigan peaches 
ca me an, and a large proportion of them was taken 
for shipment. There is a growing demand for 
potatoes, dealers beginning to stock up a little. 
The market was overloaded with hens and chick- 
ens. Tbe roads again being in good condition, the 
farmers are sending in large quantities. Game 
sold fairly well and eggs were very firm and in light 
supply. The butter market was weak for choice 
grades owing to a lack of demand, and cheese 
and groceries were unchanged, but the holders of 
July and earlier makes of cheddars are beginning 
to puzzle themselves as to what the outcome will 
be if there is no revivri of the export trade in the 
very near fature. The probubilities are, however, 
that these particular stocks will have to be closed 
out at a sacrifice. The receipts of hay were not 
equal to the demand, and hente a very firm mar- 
ket. 

The jobbing trade continued quite active, and 
considerable quantities of staple and department 
goods were being distributed throughout the West 
and Northwest, most of the orders being by mall 
and telegraph. Spot sales were moderate. A firm 
tone pervades the market. Domestic woolen goods 
were in good demand. The ready-made clothiers 
have heavy orders to fill, the boot and shoe manu- 
facturers are satisfied with the volume of business 
coming in, and the wholesale milliners report a 
steady trade. 

A telegram from Fargo says that the receipts 
from farmers do not improve with fair weather as 
was expected. The farmers are stacking their 
wheat in preference to selling it at the prices now 
offered. 

Duluth reported Monday the receipt of 252 cars 
wheat, which was made 126.000 bu. This is at the 
rate of 500 bu to the car-ioad and is about right. 
Tuesday 176 cars was made equal to 175,000 bu, and

after taking due account of the 902,516 bu at points 
not considered by Stone as a partial offset to the 
2,774,500 bu at points not coted by Waiker. The 
trade will probabiy be able to see from these fig- 
ures which of the two statements is nearest to be- 
ing right. It is worth investigating, especially by 
those who have joined in an outcry over a subject 
about which they know next to nothing. We note 
that a dispatch from Erie says that no wheat is in 
store at that point, as intimated in this column 
yesterday, and no wheat has been shipped from 
Chicago for Erie within the last fortnight. 

Beerbohm presents an exhaustive comparison of 
the wheat crops of the principal countries of the 
world for the present year, result of which is 
markedly diferent from those for which credence 
has recently been claimed.

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Beerbohm adds: “This shows a probabie de- 
ficiency ot 9,000,000 qrs between the supplies ot 
the various producing countries and the require- 
ments of the importing countries, whereas iast 
year the quantity was about balanced. By to 
imaginabie means can anything but a huge deficit 
result from the combined shortageof the Ameri- 
ean Russian crops, and were it not that the reserve 
stocks are liberal the effects would have been 
quite disestrous. It is not, of course, for a mo- 
ment assumed that the deticiency shown cin the 
above statement will fail to be made up in some 
manner; but what is plain is that the reserve 
stocks all over the world will this season be drawn 
upon with much greater difficulty than last year 
to meet the current requirements. And the effect 
upon prices of such a draining process, it is ciear, 
should be very great and gradually increasing be- 
tore the season is over.“
